PEKING 一 President Ford ended 
his four-day visit to China last week. 
Both sides declared U.S.-China rela- 
tions sound and“full of vitality”and 
Secretary Kissinger hinted that the 
United States might eventually with - 
draw recognition of Taipei in favor of 
Peking. 


Secretary Kissinger predicted that 
the United States would use the 
“Japanese model” to shift its diplo- 
matic relations from the Nationalists 
to the People's Republic. “We w 计 
work out the modaljlities on the Japa- 
nese model over a period of time，)” 
Kissinger told reporters in a news 
conference here Shortly before the 
presidential party left for Indonesia, 


At present, the United States main- 
tains an embassy in Taipei and 
liaison office in Peking.

“The Japanese model” refers to 
thbhe formula former Japanese premier 
Tanaka worked out with Premier 
Chou En-lai where the two nations 
would exchange full diplomatic rela- 
tions while Japan retains commercial 
andculture ties with Taipei. 


Taipei: No 
Shift in 
U.S. Policy 


TAIPEI 一 Government officials 
here are voicing confidence that no 
dramatic changes in American-Chi- 
nese relations will occur for at least a 
year. They believe President Ford 
will be too occupied with seeking 
political support ip preparation for 
the elections to undertake any 
changes in China policy、. 

Outside the Government，many 
people in Taiwan say that the con- 


tinued presence of an American em- 


bassy is not necessarily essential to 
Taiwan's continued prosperity and 
Survival. 

They also stress Taiwan's close 
economic relations with the United 
States. The two-way trade between 
Taiwan and the U.S., $3.5 billion this 
year, is far larger than that between 
the U.S. and mainland China.

Japan, under Premier Tanaka， 
Severed its diplomatic relations 
with Taipei and established full 
diplomatic relations with Peking 
September 29，1972，only 
months after President Nixon 
made his，、historic _ journey to 
China. 

Since then，Japan has main- 
tained substantial economic and 
cultural relations with Taiwan 
through a pair of “private” 
organizations. The two are the 
Japanese lnterchange Associa- 
tion，with offices in Taipei and 
Kaohsiung; and Taipei's East 
Asia Relations Association，with 
offices in Tokyo，Osaka and 
Fukuoka.， These two organiza- 
tions_ handle all consulate af- 
fairs， including visa applica- 
tions. Japanese who seek Tai- 
wan visas through the East Asia 
office receive one with the 
stamp of the consul general of 
the Republic of China in Seoul， 
Korea. Persons in Taiwan Seek- 
ing Japanese visas through the 
Interchange Association are told 
that visas are issued by the 
consul general of Japan in Hong 
Kong. These two organizations 
are actually staffed and financed 
by the Taipei and Tokyo govern- 
ments. Members of the organi- 
zations are known to be foreign 
ministry officers， 


the United States would eventually 
dismantle its diplomatic relations 
with Taipei. 


The President said:“In our talks, 工 
reaffirmed that the United States is 
committed to the complete normaliza- 
tion of relations with the People's 
Republic of China on the Shanghai 
communique.” 


Observers believe that the Presi- 
dent intended to shift Washington's 
recognition from Taipei to Peking 
after the 1976 election. The Chinese 
extension of warmth and -cordiajity 
toward the Presidential party was, in 
the eyes of the observers，an indica- 
tion that they were pleased with an 
assurance given by President Ford 
and Secretary Kissinger that the

Networks Charge 
Manipulation of 
News by Peking 


NEW YORK 一 News executives of 
the television networks said they be- 
lieved television coverage of the 
President's stay in China was being 
manipulated by Chinese officials 
through their control over the agenda 
and their restrictions on the move- 
ments of the reporters，according to 
the New York Times December 5. 

Since it is the nature of television to 
show_events as they are happening， 
the networks Were drawn to carTy 
speeches，ballet and gymmnastics 
shows that the Chinese leaders de- 
sired to have televised here. 

“We do get the impression that 
they are playing to television，the 
way politicians here have done for 
years,”said Richard $. Salant，Ppresi- 


-dent of CBS . 


Although the networks tried to re- 


sist being “used” ”we can't realy 
help that 让 happens,” said Walter 
Pfister，vice president of ABC. “A 
story involving the President can't be 


ijgnored, and television is what it is. 姜 - 


provides coverage.” 

“They told us that we are here to 
cover President Ford and his family 
andthat we are free to go where they 
go and nowhere eljse. We arenot here 
to cover other stories of interest，we 
were told,”said_ Pfister. “In their 
own eyes， think the Chinese feel 
they are being quite free with us. 
They will assist us in any way, as long 
as it involves covering the President. 
It's not that they say we can't go 
other places，but a car and inter- 
preter are never available for the 
stories that interest-us，” he con- 
tinued .

During President Ford's stay in 
Peking, Chairman Mao Tse-tung met 
with the Americans in his home ip 
Chungrnanhai within the walls of the 
Forbidden City in the heart of Pe- 
king. The meeting ran one hour and 
50 minutes 一 an unusually long meet- 
ing for the 81-year-old Mao，and 
nearly twice the time he spent with 
former president Richard Nixon dur- 
ing Nixon's 1972visit . 


STATEMENT 
After the meeting，the Chinese 
issued a statement approved by the 
White House which said : 


“After shaking hands with each of 
the American guests，Chairman Mao 
had earnest and significant discus- 
sions with President Ford on a wide- 
ranging issues in a friendly atmos- 
phere.” 


While in China，President Ford re- 
ceived news from the Chinese on 
seven Americans missing in action 
before and during the Vietnam war. 
All of them are dead，Kissinger told 
reporters. The remains of two of 
them will be returned to the United 
States，These Americans，Ppresum- 
ably pilots or airmen, were missing 也 
or near China, said the Secretary . 


Alan Lim on Trial for 
Police Strike Incidents

SANFRANCISCO 一 Alan Lim, one 
of five Chinese policemen on the San 
Erancisco police force，has been 
charged with unotfficer-Hike conduct 
resulting from an incident during the 
August pojlice strike. Lim and another 
Chinese officer，Michael Chan，are 
two of the four striking policemen 
charged with violations of depart- 
mental regujlations. 

CHARGED 

Lim went before the Police Com- 
mission .ljast Wednesday Dight 
charged with “evasive answering to 
questions of a Superior officer”con- 
cerning the investigation of a charge 
of tampering with a police car (the 
air was let out ofthe tires). 

On August 20, during the strike，a 
police car was parked on 18th Avenue 
in the Sunset district. The only wit- 
ness, Joseph Mendosa, testified that 
he saw somebody run from behind 
the police car, and get into a car that 
picked him up. The car sped away. 

Mendosa took ,down the license 
number，and he described the man 
behind the car as a Caucasian male， 
about 5'8”. The police car was found 
to have had the air let out of the tires， 
and the license number of the fleeing 
car Was found to be registered to 
Alan Lim . 

INTERVIEW 

Nine days later，the investigating 
officer,， Sergeant Frank Greer，ques- 
tioned Lim and recorded the inter- 
View on a cassette tape. Lim said that 
the car was Used that day as a trans- 
portation vehicle by many of the strik- 
ing policemen and firemen to get 
coffee，sandwiches，and snacks for 
picketing workers.， He also stated 
that he left the keys with the car. 

Greer asked him if he knew where 
he was at that time. Lim responded 
that“T might have been in front of 
the station or down at the post 
office.” He didn't know for sure. 
Greer asked 计 Lim had let the air out 
of the tires, and Lim said no. When 
asked if he knew who was using the 
car，ILim answered， “Gee，I really 
don't remember who.” 


Greer filed charges against Lim on 
the grounds that a good poljice officer 
sho 同 d have known who was using his 
car, and said he felt that Limn knew 
the answers to his questions. 

If found guilty,，Lim may face a sus- 
pension, or even dismissal. 

MISSING 

The tape of the interview was heard 
during the hearing with two or three 
minutes of the last part of the inter- 
view missing. Greer said he acciden- 
tally pushed the wrong button when 
he turned the cassette over in the 
interview. Another 30 seconds of the 
jinterview was recorded over in an- 


-other accidental button-pushing. 


During the cross-examination， 廿 
was revealed that the tampered po- 
lice car was assigned to S$gt. Greer. 
He also was the one who initiated the 
investigation，conducted the investi- 
gation, and then filed charges against | - 
Lim . , 

Lim's attorney，Stephen Bley，said 
that there was not enough evidence 
against Lim since the case is solely 
based on $Sgt. Greer's opinion . 

“Tt is an unfortunate situation for a 
fine young officer, and it is a poor re- 
flection of the administration and an 
unjust reflection upon the Chinese 
community. The incident might deter 
members of the Chinatown commu- 
nity 位 om joining the force” said 
Bley. 

FIVE YEARS 

Lim，27, had been on the force for 
nearly five years, stationed at Taraval 
Police Station. He is also an active 
member of the Northern_ California 
Oriental Peace Officers Association . 

Lim's case is the first of the hearing 
on charges resulting from incidents 
during the strike. His hearing wi 
continue on December 17. 

Three others charged are patrol 
officers Michael Chan and Michael 
Pedrini of Northern Station and Ray- 
mond Portue of Mission . 

Chan is charged with unotfficerlike 
conduct because he assertedly joined 
officers who were interfering with 
civilians trying to aid a metermaid in 
distress near Northern Station ,

ASignificant Trip 


On the surface, the presidential journey to China last week 
seemed full of ceremony, and little substance. 

After four days of talks and a nearly two-hour meeting 
between President Ford and Chairman Mao，we have re- 
ceived a mere one-line press statement and no communique. 
No wonder there were many dissatisfied voices around the 
country questioning the necessity of this trip . 

We do not share the view of the President's critics. From 
DTr. Kissinger's statement to the reporters on their last day-in 
China in which he mentiq 生 ed that the United States may 
follow the“Japanese model”to normalize relations with the 
People's Republic，we consider this trip a significant ore. 

The Secretary of State is known to be careful and precise in 
words，especially when they concern the delicate relations 
between the United States and China. His mention of the 
Japanese model”seems to indicate that the two sides have 
reached an agreement on the concrete ways of normalizing 
relations. The timing may not be convenient at the moment 
for President Eord due to domestic political reasons well 
known to all of us. However, after the 1976 election , it will be 
atotally different ball game.

NEA Conference Recommendations 


ToEastTes 


The November NEA Conference 
(了 AW 12/3/75)for Asians and Pacific 
Islanders didn't have much going for 
丰 ，The Conference was held on 
Thanksgiving weekend and top NEA 
officials，such as President John 
Ryor，were not present. The gather- 
ing could easily be written off as a 
Waste of time 让 it weren't for Con- 
gressman Norman Mineta's speech 
and the serious work of some Asian 
participants who stayed in their 
groups until the last day to finalize 
recommendations to NEA. Major 
proposals were considered such as 
those developed by the Commaunity 
Organizing Interest Group which 
urged NEA to serve Asian educators 
andthe Asian communities by imnple- 
menting the following concrete rec- 
ommendations : 

1. As a first step，NEA must hire 
imnmediately an Asian affairs editor to 
work with NEA's two national publi- 
cations，the NEA Reporter and To- 
day"s 卫 ducation，which have a'circu- 
lation of over 1.7 million readers. 
This editor (of Asian/Pacific Islander 
origin) would give direction to the 
gathering,， writing and dissemination 
of educational/civil rights informa- 
tion pertinent to Asian educators and 
Asian communities _ throughout the 
country. 

2. NEA must hire by March 1， 
1975,two Asians/Pacific Islanders as 
directors (one based in San Fran- 
cisco, the other in New York) who will 
provide，in brief，coordination be- 
tween NEA and Asian educators/ 
communities in addressing concerns 
in the areas of bilingual/bicultural 
education,， Indochinese refugees， 
watch-dogging local school districts 
and state/federal education legisla- 
tion，involving Asians in the impor- 
tant collective bargaining process， 
and _ developing adequate mechan- 
isms for ensuring Asian input in NA 
lobbying efforts. These two directors 
would work closely with the Asian 
affairs editor and with Jodi Murata 
and Nelson Okino，who are the only 
Asians presently employed with NEA 
national staff. With an annual budget 
of $48 million，it's about time that 
Asian members of NEA insist on re- 
ceiving some tangible return in serv- 
ices and staff for their membership 
dues. 

3. NEA research stafft must imme- 
diately be directed to conduct a 
national demographic study of school

office on Friday for the next Wed- 
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the original copy of their work 
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Photos submitted for publica- 
tion should be black-and-white 
glossies. 也 ach bhoto should have a 
caption on the back. 也 ast/West 
does not return photos after publi.

districts throughout the country to 
determine Asian student populations 
and the _ corresponding number of 
Asian sta 人 ff members. If this- study 
should reveal a gap in the ratio 
between Asian students and Asian 
teachers/administrators (which we 
know to be the case in San Francisco) 
then NEA must enlist its powers to 
publicize and to close the gap. As a 
corollary policy，NEA mnust support 
Asians for key leadership positions in 
programs affecting Asian students 
and communities at levels such as the 
HEW regional offices，State Boards 
of 了 ducation，State Superintendent 
staffs, local school boards and super- 
jintendent staffs . 

4，The NEA membership office 
must _ immediately be directed to 
develop a new NEA membership 
form which enables its_affiliate local 
and state teacher associations to: 
identify numerically Asian members 
according to appropriate racial/ethnic 


designations such as Chinese, Japa-- 


nese，Filipino，Korean，Samoan， 
Vietnamese，etc. This information 
must be updated periodically and 
copies be sent directly to Asian edu- 
cator groups and community organi- 
zations, Such as CAA, TACT, TAFET， 


and Asian Americans for 了 ffective 
也 ducation (AA 了 E 玉 ) 

5. NEA must sponsor a follow-up 
conference in April 1976 to provide 
an Opportunity to-Teport on whether 
the above specific recommendations 
and others as well have been imple- 
Imented.

THE BENEFITS OF ON-THE-SPOT TELEVISION COVERAGE 

Presently many American journalists have been talking about President 
Eord's cold reception in Peking. One journalist said that 让 was 
Unexpectedly warm at the airport，yet the warm temperatures didn't heat 
up the cold atmosphere of the welcoming party. Another said that although 
the streets were covered with people welcoming the President, the Chinese 
press didn't report the President's arrival. This report was inaccurate. 
Peking 's People's Daily reported the President's departure from Washing- 
ton D.C.，and his statement regarding the strengthening of U.S.-China 
relations. Of course only after hearing the news about Ford's China trip， 
did Peking residents rush out in great numbers to greet him. Would these 
journalists have us believe that the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency told 
the people to come out to meet the President? 

Fortunately, national television networks (NBC locally) had instantaneous 
coverage，allowing the American people to see .directly the treatment 
President Ford and his wife received on arrival in China，Therefore， 
journalists weren't able to go into excesses in distorting the actual situa- 
tion . 


SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE'S OPPOSITION TO HEGEMONY 
”有 the past few months，American newspapers have been reporting 
almost daily about how China opposes U.S.-Soviet detente，The usual 
position taken in these articles is that detente between the United States 
and the Soviet Union is strictly a matter between the two countries involved 
and that China should not be-vocal about the matter. These articles do not 
take into account the fact that the U.S. and China had both announced，in 
the Shanghai Communique, opposition to any country's seeking hegemony 
in Asia. This opposition was without a doubt aimed at the Soviet Union. 形 
the United States policy of detente with the Soviet Union allows the Soviets 
to expand their sphere of influence in containing China，then China is 
entitled to protest to the United States. This would not be a protest about 
U.S.-Soviet detente, but a reminder to the U.S. of its agreements contained 
in the Shanghai Communique. While speaking in Peking's Great Hall of the 
People, President FEord emphtasized that the United States will continue to 
oppose armed pressure and encroachment. He went on to say that this is 
the substance of the opposition referred to in the Shanghai Communique. 


PRESIDENT FORD'S GAMBLE 

The President's decision to make this trip was somewhat in the nature of 
a political gamble， In response to Reagan's. right-wing offensive，Presi- 
dent Eord's speeches and programs have taken a swing to the right，in 
attempting to gain the confidence of the Republican right wing. This visit to 
China is nevertheless a swing to the left，and could possibly serve to 
enhance Reagan's chances. Looking at this from another angle, there is not 
Imuch of a difference between Ford's domestic policies and those advocated 
by Reagan. The greatest differences lie in the area of foreign policy. 下 
Ford's trip to China was indeed carried out in the spirit "of his statement 
upon departure，and his purposes are understood by the majority of the 
people，causing Americans (including the right wing of the Republican 
Party) to believe that he can do better than Reagan in foreign affairs and 
maintaining world peace, then he can gain victory. This, then，would be a 
worthwhile gamble. 
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CAA Appeals KCBsS License Approval 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese for 
Affirmative Action (CAA) fed a 
motion in the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia 
December 8, challenging the Federal 
Communications commission's (ECC) 
approval of 开 CBS-AM's broadcast 
license renewal. 

The Broadcast Law of 1934 states 
explicitly that the broadcast airwaves 
belong to the public. In violation of 
that ljaw,“the FRCC has become the 
rubber stamp of the broadcast indus- 
try，establishing regulations and 
issuing rulings to the detriment ofthe 
public interest,” commented Don 
Wong, media specialist for CAA. 

In November 1974, CAA had filed a 


petition'to deny the KCBS-AM broad- 1 


cast license for failing to provide ade- 
quate broadcast service to the Chi- 
Tiese American community and for

SACRAMENTO 一 S.I. Hayakawa， 
semanticist and former president of 
San Francisco State University，says 
he is opposed to printing the ballot in 
languages other than English.

“KCBS-AM'"s 24-hour news format 
perpetuates the isolation of the Chi- 
nese American community from the 
American mainstream. Very jlittle 
news flows into or outside of the 
comrmunity,” said Henry Der，direc- 
torof CAA. 

This legal action before the U.S: 
Circuit Court of Appeajls is the latest 
in the organization's continuing ef- 
fort to defend the civil rights of 
Chinese Americans.

NEW YORK 一 Due to the na- 
tion's economic recession and high 
unemployrment rate in recent 
years, application for immigration 
to the U.S$. has become difficult. 
Nevertheless，around 20,000 im- 
mijgrants each year come from 
了 Hong 及 ong to the U.S. Of these， 
30 to 40 per cent settle in New 
York City，according to reliable 
SOUTCeS. 

Because of high living costs and 
limited educational Opportunities 
in Hong Kong, most of the immi- 
grants come as families and with 
long-range plans to start a new life 
in this country， 

Taking advantage of easy com- 
munication in the Chinatown area， 
most of the newly arrived immi- 
grants _ live in Chinatown. While 
the youngsters go to school in the 
neighborhood ,the elderly work in 
Chinatown sewing factories and 
restaurants . 

SERVICE 

Helping the new immigrants ad- 
just to living in New York City are 
organizations like the Chinese De- 
velopment _ Council， Chinatown 
Planning Council, Inc.，Immigrant 


Social Service, Inc., and the Great- : 
er Chinatown Community Associ-“ 


ation. 
All of them are run on the multi- 
SOcial service basis, serVing all ages 


from Kids to senior citizens，and :# 
giVving direct and referral assistance : 
in areas such as child day care, lan- ; 
guage instructionseducation,hous- : 
ing, medical carei job-hunting, em- 过 


ployment，immigration and natu- 
ralization，social security,， Dersonal 
income tax, and public assistance. 
DAY CARE 

Seven school-age day care cen- 
ters，run by the Chinatown Plan- 
ning Council，Inc.，scatter all over 
the metropolitan area. These cen- 


ters，open fom 3 to 6 pm.，are 萝 
for children between the ages of 


6 and 11 who are already attend- 


ing school. Over 1,000 children 


are _ currently enrolled，and most 
of them are new immjigrants. 

Childqren ;are divided into five 
groups according to grade and.age. 
They receive after-school tutoring 
in 了 Englisn，Chinese，and school 
Work. Music lessons are given to 
all Six-year-olds. 

An incidental function of these 
centers is to keep the children in 
the _ centers until their parents get 
out of work in the evening and 
pick them up. 

According to Allen B. Cohen， 
executive director of the China- 
town Planning Council, New York 
state and city budget cuts will re- 
sult in an eight per cent cut in the 
total Support of these centers. Be- 
sides，fewer families will be eli- 
gible under the new federal gov- 
ernment guidelines. A family of 
four with annual income Over 
$7,400 can no longer recelve day 
Care SerVice-. 

TUTORING 

Aside from the cultural activities 
(including Chinese folk dance， 
handicrafts, and music) and recre- 
ational activities-(including Sports， 
games，trips，and camping) also 
offered by the Chinatown Paln- 
ning Council and the Chinese De- 
velopment Council (only active in 
summer)，Immigrant Social Serv- 
ices, Inc., offers after-School tutor- 
ing programs in English reading 
and _ communication Skills as well 
as in mathematics and other sub- 
jects，to_ assist youth，especially 
new immigrants，to catch up in 
their School work . 

Serving 200 youngsters from the 


age of 4 to 15, this program oper- 
ates five days a week (Monday 
through Friday) from 3:30 p.m. 
to 6 p.m. Chinese tutoring in Can- 
tonese is offered on Sundavs from 
1:30 to 4 p.m. Chinese textbooks 
are distributed by theTaiwan Con- 
sulate free of charge. 

Most _ cultural and recreational 
activities _ are set on aturdays， 
Sundays, and holidays. - 

Individual guidance and group 
counseling also help the youth de- 
velop a sense of value with the ob- 
jective of planning and acting upon 
educational and vocational goals.
